stone of this New England structure that was 

dedicated to liberty nearly a century and a half 
ago—and how appropriate the meeting place, surrounded 
on all sides by historic places made famous by brave and 
patriotic deeds and heralded in poetry and song down 
through resounding years, until again this nation, born 
in liberty, is battling that the rights of humanity, achieved 
at Concord and Bunker Hill, may not perish from the 
earth, and that not only Americans, but humanity, wher- 
ever living, may enjoy its blessings. 

It has always seemed to me that the very atmos- 
phere of New England was charged with the electrical 
spirit of patriotism, and I believe we can congratulate 
ourselves that again, after a period of thirty-eight years, 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America is meeting 
in New England. At Boston, in March 1879, there was 
a meeting of seven persons. That constituted the na- 
tional meeting of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, and we feel that we will not be judged guilty 
of boasting when, considering our growth, we claim to 
have done our part in making America the greatest of 
any land. 

Here, within a short distance, at Belmont, was the 
home of the founder of Holstein-Friesian interests in 
America, Winthrop W. Chenery, our first president and 
the editor and publisher, under authority of the associa- 
tion, of the first herd book established upon the black 
and white cattle. He imported the first Holstein cow 
in 1852 and made further importations in the years 1857 
and 1859, and at later periods; and in 1870, convinced of 
the superiority of the breed above all others and of its 
important future place in American agriculture, he found- 
ed the association of breeders of purebred Holstein cat- 
tle. He successfully conducted the business of breeding 
and developing purebred livestock of several varieties, 
and was the leading figure among Holstein breeders up 
to the time of his death in 1876. 

Representing, as we do, one of the most important 
departments of agriculture, it is fitting that we should 
charge ourselves with an increased effort, with an interest 
in an increased production of our product, to the end that 
our people may be fed and sustained through this mighty 
conflict that we have now entered upon. While the best 
efforts of the government are now being directed towards 
mcreasing the products of the farm, we can in no better 
way show our loyalty and patriotism than by making 
every possible effort to promote the conservation of the 
dairy and animal industry. 

Our duty extends not only to our allies in arms, but 
to the suffering people of many lands, and its fulfillment 
will to a great extent depend upon our success in furnish- 
ing food supplies. As farmers we must bend every effort 
to increase our production. We can contribute most ef- 
ectively to the joint causes by intensive and extensive 
cultivation of the soil, by rearing every possible head of 
cattle, by developing the production of our dairies, and 
y eliminating waste. It has been aptly stated that the 
farmer or the farmer’s son who increases his farm’s pro- 
ductiveness by rushing his work for his crops now, and

the farm worker who stretches his hours of labor and 
speeds up his plow and harrow, is rendering just as no- 
table a service, and probably a more effective one, than 
the man on the battlefield or the soldier in the ranks. 


Finances. 


Our reserve or emergency fund of approximately 
$172,000, while it represents thrift and the conservation 
of our resources, is only a small sum, after all, when con- 
sidered in relation to this great industry in which we are 
engaged, not amounting in volume to anywhere near our 
annual budget; but it does represent, to a certain extent, 
provision for the future which it would be unsafe for us 
to be without, now that our undertakings have become 
so enlarged, with a force running into the hundreds whose 
services are partially or wholly employed in the interests 
of the association. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association of America is a 
great, big institution; it represents the ne plus ultra of 
the dairy industry; and while agriculture’s relation to the 
whole is becoming more important and better known, the 
relation of the dairy industry to agriculture is likewise 
tes more important and necessary to human wel- 
are. 

While our receipts have been increasing yearly in 
about the proportion of our increased expenses, and the 
industry, in all its general departments, is largely on a 
self-sustaining basis, I feel that it has been the exercise 
of good judgment in the past always to have considera- 
tion for the maintenance of a reserve or emergency 
fund commensurate with our large undertakings. 


Membership. 


The membership of the association the first of May 
was found to be 10,074, which represents an increase ot 
1,309 for the year. The number of registrations of males 
for the year was 24,749, as compared with 26,116 for the 
previous year. The number of registrations of females 
for the year was 49,098, as compared with 46,549 for the 
preceding year. The number of transfers of males and 
females for the year was 75,884, as compared with 68,766 
for the previous year, showing that there seems to be a 
gradual increase in the business connected with the asso- 
ciation equal to about the increase in membership. This 
will, in all probability, represent the future growth of the 
association; there will be fat years and lean years. The 
association, however, with the merit of its animals and the 
necessity for their product, must, as a natural sequence, 
expand, increase, and move forward. 

I have sometimes thought that the Holstein-Friesian 
breeders were laboring under a misapprehension, thinking 
it was themselves and not the cows that were making 
the breed famous. Let us, however, if we have any such 
delusion, disabuse our minds of it. We have not caught 
up to the cow yet; she has been leading. It has taken 
us fifty years to find out what to feed her and what not 
to feed her, in order to produce the greatest results. 1) 
am not impressed with the belief that there is any very 
great difference between the Holstein-Friesian cow of to- 
day and that of four, five or ten years ago, notwithstand- 
ing that they are making records nearly twice as great. 
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The reason for this is that we are commencing to learn 
things ourselves. The cow has been the same machine; 
she has been ready all the time, and would have made 
fifty pounds in a week as easily in 1906 as she did in 1916, 
if she had been properly treated. It is because of the 
wonderful qualities of the Holstein cow, and because it 
is up to us as breeders to develop her possibilities, that 
we should see to it that there shall never be a lack of 
funds to properly carry out the objects of this association. 


Literary Bureau. 


Through its committee this bureau has expended an 
appropriation during the year of $25,000, and has attained 
for the breed an unequalled degree of favorable publicity 
in all sections of the country, by means of the agricultural 
press, general and medical publications, and local papers, 
supplemented by large amounts of appropriate printed 
matter. 

It has maintained, at the leading dairy shows and ex- 
positions, booths and headquarters for the distribution 
of printed matter and for personal conference with inquir- 
ers. It has furnished speakers at many gatherings of 
farmers, breeders, and dairymen. It has distributed pho- 
tographic reproductions of our famous cattle, and shown 
films and plates of surpassing interest and value. 

The details of this important work are to be found 
in the printed report of the committee, which is com- 
mended to your attention. The results are significant and 
of great importance, and contribute largely to our suc- 
cess, because of an ever widening and increasing demand 
for the purebred Holstein cow at profitable prices, and 
the grading up of dairy herds with a resulting general 
uplift to the dairy industry. 

Not the least of the work has been the benefit to 
infants and invalids from the liberal use of Holstein milk, 
now widely recognized for its peculiar vitality and health- 
giving qualities. 

The future publicity work of the association will be, 
primarily, to interest a large percentage of dairymen in 
the economic superiority of the Holstein breed of cattle, 
and to convince them of the truth of the claims which we 
make. Advertising will bring these dairymen to the actual 
point of buying and breeding. A positive influence in this 
direction will be the creation of a greater demand by the 
consumer for the Holstein cow’s milk. To obtain such 
demand it is necessary to impress upon the public that 
the big black and white Holstein cow produces milk pos- 
sessing a food of dietetic value for the feeding of infants 
and invalids, as well as for general consumption, superior 
to that of any other cow. 

A large percentage of practicing physicians must be 
convinced that Holstein cows’ milk is better for them to 
prescribe than so-called “rich milk.” Our advertising 
should go further and seek to correct the wrong im- 
pressions, false ideas, and misinformation which prompts 
milk commissions, boards of health, and legislative and 
municipal bodies, to demand and maintain a standard for 
milk that discriminates against our breed. Favorable 
public opinion and demand are fundamental requirements 
in the successful working of our plans, and these were 
and are now the foundation of our policy, which time and 
effort have proved to be correct. We must, therefore, 
hold to this policy and increase our efforts in this direc- 


tion. 
Type of the Breed. 


With the rapid accession to the ranks of our breeders 
which is now taking place, the necessity for a correct 
conception of what a purebred Holstein should be is of 
increasing importance. More or less experience in view- 
ing and handling seems necessary, for there are many per- 
sons who find difficulty in visualizing the true type from 
merely reading the scale of points. 

The typical Holstein is a large animal, remarkable 
for its fine bones, mellow hide, and distinctive color 
markings. The head is long and narrow, with fine, light 
bones and a rather broad muzzle; the horns are short and 
fine, curved inward and downward; the neck is long and 
fine, slightly curved downward on the top; the brisket 
is well set; the withers and the back are broad and as 
nearly level as those of the Shorthorn, as are the broad 
and projecting hips; the tail is well set, long and fine; the 
chest is broad and deep, and in good proportion to the 
belly; the legs are fine and rather longer than those of 
the Shorthorn; the udder is square and well developed. 

This is the scale of points visualized, and the breeder, 
as well as the beginner, should ever keep it in mind.

The past year has shown remarkable progress in th 
formation of new clubs in many localities. The total 
number of these clubs now reaches 189, in 33 states and 
includes thousands of breeders and persons interested in 
Holsteins. A large proportion of the membership of 
these local bodies are also members of the national or- 
ganization, and there are many who will later join our 
ranks, as their enthusiasm and increased Ownership of 
purebred cattle makes such membership desirable. 

Delegate membership in the national body has been 
provided for in our by-laws, and the more important clubs 
are embracing these advantages and are thus enabled 
through their delegates, to impress upon us their views 
and more fully co-operate in our objects and purposes, 
To such clubs we are lending a guiding hand and ren- 
dering substantial assistance by means of printed mat- 
ter, speakers, and otherwise; and through our extension 
division a much more efficient and valuable co-operation 
is contemplated, which will lead to still further improve- 
ment in breeding, feeding, and marketing, and in the solu- 
tion of the many practical problems attendant thereon. 


Food Value of Milk. 


This is the question around which hinge, to a consid- 
erable extent, the future prospects of the Holstein-Fries- 
ian Association and the whole dairy industry. This ques- 
tion has, during the last year, received more attention than 
in the fifty previous years and, apparently for the first 
time, the American public has become interested in the 
food value of the articles that are consumed as food, and 
for the first time milk has been considered a food instead 
of a beverage. To informing the public of the merits of 
milk as a food, and to giving them accurate information, 
we should apply ourselves with untiring effort. 


I have no sympathy with the argument that has been 
used all over the land that it was because of the high cost 
of feed for cattle that we were entitled to an increased 
price for the milk. My contention has been all the time 
that we were entitled to an increased price because the 
food value was there, and that milk was the cheapest food 
in existence, health and nourishment considered, and that 
we were entitled to a fair price, based on the actual value 
of the product. It is this publicity, this knowledge of this 
value, that is bringing results, and we must not permit 
the agitation to lag. a 

Our superintendent of Advanced Registry, in his 
statement regarding the value of milk—that the butterfat 
represents one-half, only, of its actual food value—uses 
one of the best illustrations, to my mind, that has ever 
been used, and there is no doubt about the correctness of 
his position. There is no question that the solids not 
fat are worth as much or more than the fat solids, as a 
food, and the fact that in some of the great dairy states 
there are hundreds of millions of dollars’ worth of the 
best food in the world wasted by the wasting of skim- 
milk at the creameries, is convincing proof of the horrible 
waste that is going on in this country of ours, a waste 
that will have to be stopped, if this war continues for any 
considerable period. I expect never again to see mil 
sold at the low prices of the past, regardless of what hay 
is worth a ton or corn meal a hundred. It will never be 
as low priced again, because there will be competition for

The first recognition of the importance of giving 
publicity to the work of The Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America was in 1895, when, on motion of Presi- 
dent D. F. Wilber, a small appropriation of $2,000 was 
made, the money to be expended by the Board of Officers 
in disseminating information about the breed.

The work then attempted did not extend beyond the 
occasional publication of general articles relating to the 
characteristics of the breed, providing several of the more 
important agricultural papers with a few cuts of the most 
famous specimens of the breed, and the publication of 
transfers (indicating sales of cattle as shown by our 
records) and Advanced Registry records of performance di- 
recting attention to the extreme qualifications of the 
breed for buttermaking. 

For several years but little more was done, except 
making the collection of data on milk, but at the meeting 
of. 1908, presided over by Hon. O. U. Kellogg, interest 
in the subject was greatly increased, an appropriation of 
$6,500 was made, and F. F. Field was added to the Com- 
mittee, which became, as now, constituted of four mem- 
bers and then included Messrs. Houghton, Matteson, 
Gardner and Field. The adoption of the present policy 
of publicity relating to the merits of Holstein milk for 
infant feeding and the merits of the breed, through medi- 
cal journals, magazines and publications of general circu- 
lation, and the agricultural press, then began, with most 
favorable results. Indeed so widespread were the benefits 
from publicity that in the following years each of the 
other dairy breeds adopted our ideas and methods. The 
public demand for registered Holsteins began to increase 
coincidentally, with the increased publicity, and the merits 
of Holstein milk for infant feeding were more generally 
recognized by physicians and the public. With the new 
demand came larger prices for our cattle, and registration 
approached more nearly to that of the entire progeny of 
the foundation stock. 

Mediums USed. 

From year to year the scope of the work done by the 
Literary Committee has widened; new methods have been 
adopted, more advertising mediums have been used, the 
volume of pamphlets and printed matter published has 
been largely increased, and the field now covered includes 
all sections of the United States. The following summary 
shows the number of mediums used, and the cost of space:

A large number of inquiries for information relating 
to the breed and its milk are aroused by this work, which 
are most carefully attended to. In reviewing the work for 
the past fiscal year and comparing it with previous periods, 
the awakening of interest in dairying in the southern 
states is notable. 

The responses to our advertising are indicated in the 
following table in detail, and analysis thereof develops 
several points of interest. The percentage of the total 
number of inquiries, as shown in the different sections of 
the United States, indicates the degree of interest aroused

promptly advising all breeders and the public of the break.

respective classes, and the special, illustrated announce. 
ment through the press of championship records over 
those of all other breeds. 
Lantern Slides and Motion Pictures. 

_Another feature of the work which has given much 
satisfaction and for which the demand is rapidly develop- 
ing, is the use of lantern slides of the noted individual 
animals of the breed, including typical specimens of both 
male and female, world’s record cows, and class champions, 
These slides have been provided and exhibited at many 
gatherings of breeders, and for dairy development work 
by railroad corporations and various public movements, 
They are regarded as of the highest value in educational 
work and their use has been largely extended. 

A prominent Pacific Coast breeder has provided a 
motion picture film of Holsteins which were at the Pana- 
ma-Pacific Exposition and has most generously loaned 
it for use upon public occasions. This opens up a field for 
publicity which is of the greatest value and should be 
made a feature of our publicity work. 

Booths at Dairy Shows. 

Considerable attention has been given to providing 
booths and breeders’ headquarters at several of the lead- 
ing shows, notably at the Dairy Cattle ‘Congress, Water- 
loo, Iowa; Maryland Exposition, Baltimore, Maryland; 
Vermont Dairymen’s Meeting, Montpelier, Vermont; and 
at the National Dairy Show, Springfield, Massachusetts. 
These booths have been attractively decorated with appro- 
priate pictures and efficiently manned. They afford an ex- 
cellent means for distributing printed matter and answer- 
ing personal inquiries of beginners and others, and have 
afforded much satisfaction as gathering places for Hol- 
stein breeders. The committee desires to express its high 
appreciation of the work done by breeders and officials 
of the association in operating and maintaining these 
booths without compensation and at a great sacrifice of 
their time. 

Enlarged Photographs.

The President’s Address 


HE address of President D. D. Aitken at the annual 

meeting of the Holstein-Friesian Association which 
has just closed at Worcester, Mass., is given in another 
part of the paper. This article is worthy of careful study 
by everyone who appreciates the Holstein-Friesian cow 
and the possibilities which may be attained by her and 
by the association which stands sponsor for her progress. 

Mr. Aitken has mentioned in his address the topics 
that are of most vital concern to the progress of the 
association and he has done this in a way that will prove 
thoroughly interesting to readers of the World. When 
one starts to read his address they will find it thoroughly 
interesting and it will be followed to the end. This is 
about as high a compliment as can be paid to any paper 
of this kind. It is by no means an easy thing to make 
as comprehensive a document that is as full of interest 
to the very last line. 

One thing you will find when you begin to read the 
address will be a renewed and greater interest in the 
breed and in the association. The possibility of the Hol- 
stein cow is mentioned in a very clear way and the fact 
is brought out that it is purely man’s fault that we have 
not known more of her possibilities in the past. They 
have been dormant in her but we have not known how to 
awaken them so we could fully realize their scope. Now 
that the making of a 50-pound record is no more a fancy, 
it is a question what shall be done to develop still greater 
records. 

The annals of the Holstein-Friesian breed have been 
chapters of progress from the very start and it has bee 
due to the generosity of the officers of the association in 
many cases that this progress has been so marked. 


A Demand of Patriotism 


ssFIDATRIOTISM demands that all butterfat waste be 

stopped.” This statement comes from an adver- 
tisement of one of the leading cream separator companies 
and it certainly is a timely one. Perhaps the man who 
put that appeal into words is in a much better position 
to give data on the “leaks” in the dairy industry and 
particularly along the line of butterfat wastes than the 
average man could ever hope to find time to compile. It 
might be said, however, that this man’s occupation de- 
mands this knowledge and it might be further added that 
there are truths set forth in his argument that give evi- 
dence as to his knowledge on the subject. 

There are many different ways in which methods 
might be employed that would tend to make the dairy 
produce the maximum. One worthy of mention, and one 
which we consider one of the big “leaks,” is the question 
of the elimination of the millions of cows that are used 
as dairy cows, but that are producing 4,000 pounds or less

Another of the things that must be considered in 
striving to make the dairy produce the maximum is to 
see that all the skim-milk is kept on the farm. This 
would not be true, however, for those who live close up 
to towns or cities and who, therefore, get the largest re- 
turns by the sale of whole-milk, but for those who are 
not so fortunate, this practice of feeding skim-milk to 
livestock which would include hogs, calves and poultry 
is the most efficient way of utilizing this important by- 
product of each dairy. ; 
Still one other way is to plan such crops that will 
furnish a large amount of home-grown feeds of valuable 
content, which will save a large amount on the feed bill. 
These are only a few of the many ways, and it is be- 
lieved that if each dairyman will take it upon himself to 
ascertain whether or not he is running his dairy on the 
most efficient basis possible, he will be doing his part to- 
ward heeding the “demand of patriotism.” 


When Building the Dairy Barn 


N the construction of the dairy barn there are four 
points that are of very decided importance. These are 
real fundamentals from the practical standpoint. In the 
first place drainage is imperative. Have the barn so lo- 
cated that the natural drainage will keep the yards and 
the surroundings free from the slop and filth that are in- 
evitable where water is allowed to accumulate from the 
eaves with every rain. If there is no natural location that 
provides this perfect drainage, make a location by grading. 
The second point from the natural standpoint is a 
location that provides sunshine in every quarter of the 
stable. This may seem impossible from the absolute 
standpoint, but it is possible to provide such an abundance 
of windows and to have the barn so situated that there 
will be sunshine in some part of the stable during both 
afternoon and morning. 

A third point is the method of construction. Each 
man may have his own pet ideas as to the form of the 
barn or the building material to be used or the particular 
shape and arrangement, but with all of this one must re- 
member that the stable is often a source of bacterial con- 
tamination and it may propagate disease to a very rap! 
extent, if it is so finished that filthy slovenly conditions 
prevail where the cattle stand. Keep the barn in such a 
way that it can be easily cleaned, that it will be easy to 
produce clean milk therein and that it will be free from 
all nests and places that harbor disease germs. | 

Finally, the dairy barn should be provided with thor- 
ough systems of ventilation. Fresh air is the cow's native 
right just as it is the native right of the human being. 
It is unnecessary to have your cow stable so foul that 
when you open the door in the morning the air 1s almost 
overcoming simply because it has been closed for ’ 
night. A stable may be just as warm when flooded wit 
pure air as it is when sealed up hermetically. As a a 
ter of fact it is warmer and far more comfortable -. 
there is nothing to be gained by forcing a cow to breathe 
the same air over and over again. It becomes overbur- 
dened with impurities and is a regular hotbed of disease.

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Physiology of Milk Secretion 


; veral years the Dairy Division 
Ps pel Beltsville, Md., has_ been 
nxious to make a comprehensive in- 
: stigation to determine exactly what 
ier a one cow to produce more milk 
8 another. About one year ago, 
under the direction of Dr. E.. B. Meigs, 
a physiologist, and Dr. N. R. Blather- 
wick, a physiological chemist, his = 
sistant, this work was begun in well- 
equipped laboratories on the farm. 

At the beginning it was realized that 
the problem was dificult and that 
years of research would be required 
before a solution could be obtained, 
if in fact, one could be found at all. 
On the other hand, it was believed 
that the factors sought lie at the very 
foundation of the dairy industry and 
vitally affect the interest of every 
breeder of dairy cattle. 

After thorough preliminary study, 
the investigators decided that the best 
way to approach the problem was 
through a comprehensive study of the 
blood. 

The constituents of milk come ulti- 
mately from the feed supplied to the 
milking animal, and must pass through 
the blood on their way from the diges- 
tive tract to the mammary gland. 
They undergo chemical changes in 
passing from the digestive tract to the 
blood, and again on passing from the 
blood to the milk. The blood, there- 
fore, may be regarded as a chemical 
half-way station between feed and 
milk, and, to a large extent, the ra- 
tional feeding of dairy animals should 


be directed toward providing the 
blood with a plentiful supply of the 
chemical precursors of milk. 

A study of the chemical precursors 
of milk in the blood is now being 
made, with particular attention to cal- 
cium and phosphorus. The work was 
begun with a survey of the chemical 
forms in which those elements appear 
in the blood, and of the way in which 
the quantities of the different chemical 
forms assumed by them vary in the 
blood under the influence of changes 


in ration, and of various physiological - 


conditions, such as age, pregnancy, 
and lactation. It is planned to deter- 
mine, so far as possible, the factors 
which control the concentration of 
those substances in the blood, and, 
later, how their concentration in the 
blood and the manner and quantity 
in which they are supplied in the feed 
may influence milk secretion. 

As the work proceeds, publications 
showing progress made will be issued 
from time to time. Some very inter- 
esting results have been obtained al- 
ready, but the work is tedious and 
slow and doubtless it will be some time 
before the first report will be made. 
The study is a large undertaking and 
while valuable results may not be ob- 
tained soon, it is hoped that in time 
some of the vital factors that influence 
milk production will be discovered.

COMBATING CONTAGIOUS 
ABORTION. 


One of the greatest drawbacks to 
the cause of dairying is the frequent 
prevalence of contagious disease 
which often robs many a_ breeder 
that has spent years of diligent care 
and toil in the building up of a herd. 
One of the most common of these 
diseases is contagious abortion and 
we publish herewith a sketch from the 
Ohio Farmer of how one of the read-

ers of that paper was successful in 
coping with the disease. 

“During the summer of 1915 con- 
tagious abortion appeared in my herd 
and all the cows carrying calves 
aborted. I was confronted with a 
problem and took the following 
method to solve it: 

“1. Disposed of all cows and calves. 

“2. Disinfected the barn and _ all 
board fence and posts that cows 
might have come in contact with. 

“3. Again disinfected same _ things 
and hauled all manure from barnyard 
and disinfected the yard. 


“4. Whitewashed the barn, using 
disinfectant in the whitewash. 

“In doing the disinfecting and 
whitewashing I used a hand — spray 
pump. This worked nicely when I 
strained the whitewash through mus- 
lin; I used a commercial disinfectant 
for four or five weeks. Then 
bought four cows, but was afraid to 
buy more, fearing a recurrence of the 
trouble. 

“Three of these cows dropped 
calves naturally within a month of 
purchase and one carried her calf for 
eight months on the farm and 
dropped naturally. Two of the cows 
were bred for March, 1917 delivery 
and appear to be in a healthy condi-

“I would not hesitate to move onto 
a farm where contagious abortion had 
been, provided I could give 4 
thorough disinfection before | took 
my cattle onto the farm. I think the 
whitewashing done with a spray pump 
and allowing plenty of it to drip onto 
and into the floor is a good thing, 
Should any fetus be above ground get 
it buried quickly and_ sprinkle the 
ground near where it was dropped 
with lime.” 


VALUE OF RECORDS. 


A recent circular issued by the dairy 
extension division of the Louisiana 
State University states nine convinc- 
ing reasons for the keeping of records. 
They are as follows: 

Records enable the dairyman to 
feed each cow according to the quan- 
tity of milk she produces. 

They form the only basis on which 
a dairy herd can be improved. The 
time is here when no dairyman prac- 
ticing business methods will buy a 
herd bull whose dam does not have 
an authentic record showing credit- 
able milk and butterfat production. 

Records alone will sell cows when 
no other quality will. Grade cows with 
records can be sold for from 25 to 50 
per cent more than those without rec- 
ords. 

A system of records is the first step 
in building up a herd. The unproft- 
able cows are the most expensive. 
Their heifer calves are usually low 
producers and should not be raised. 

Records stimulate better feeding 
and breeding. The dairyman who 
keeps records usually keeps a bal- 
anced ration and becomes interested 
in winter dairying, which has numer- 
ous advantages over breeding cows to 
freshen in the spring. ; 

The weighing of the feed and milk 
keeps the owner in close touch with 
the daily condition of each cow. | 

Records stimulate better milking. 
Milk sales serve as a check on the 
milker and induce him to milk the 
cows better than when the milk is not 
weighed. Josh

To the Board of Officers of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America. 

Gentlemen:—In handing this, my 
annual report of the finances of the 
association for the past year, I do so 
with a feeling of pride that I am sure 
you will say is justifiable, although 
I am but one of the minor spokes in 
the great wheel that has accomplished 
this. 

We have been greatly blessed with 
new acquisitions to membership, with 
increased registrations and transfers, 
so that I am now able to show a gain 
of over $25,000 for this past year, 
and this certainly indicates a good 
healthy growth of the association and 
the breed, and for all this we may 
well congratulate ourselves, but we 
must not feel that this condition must 
of necessity remain with us forever. 
The dark clouds of war are hanging 
over us; we cannot be sure what the 
final outcome will be for our industry 
and, therefore, we must be foresighted 
and forehanded, and carefully treasure 
our accumulations that they may be 
used for our benefit in case times 
of trouble come to us.

cient evidence to prove this statement 
lies in the fact that the mortality of 
children under two years of age is re- 
ported to have exceeded 90 per cent 
in some of the countries engaged in 
the present war. Statistics gathered 
by the Red Cross show that in Servia 
today, the mortality of infants is so 
great that there are practically no 
children under the age of two years. 


The future of our country depends 
upon the children of today and no 
food can take the place of milk in the 
nourishment of the child. This is 
sufficient evidence that such an im- 
portant industry as dairying should 
have immediate consideration. One 
of the large distributors of food prod- 
ucts to the Allies, in Rotterdam, Hol- 
land, states that no food has added 
more to the strength and endurance 
of the soldiers in the trenches than 
condensed milk. 


Mr. Munn, president of the Nation- 
al Dairy ‘Council, makes this state- 
ment: “Our people should bear in 
mind the significance of the heart- 
rending appeal made to the German 
Reichstag by Field Marshal von Hin- 
denburg. He cries for fat—fat—fat— 
fat for his soldiers and fat for the 
weakened people.”

When she is slaughtered for 
meat her existence ends but if used 
for milk production she will duplicate 
her work the following year. This 
alone is sufficient evidence of the su- 
preme necessity for preserving this 
valuable animal. 

The dairy cow has another asset in 
that she consumes rough feed and 
produces the best human food. She 
also produces manure which increases 
soil fertility and makes crop produc- 
tion more abundant and more profit- 
able. Without the addition of such 
fertility our production would be seri- 
ously impaired in a few years. The 
preservation of the dairy cow and the 
dairy heifer is most essential and if 
the nation does not preserve _ this 
source of our food supply it will soon 
find itself in distress. 


It should be the duty of the state 
and the nation immediately to take 
steps to maintain and stimulate dairy 
production in the following ways: 


First, by the prohibition of the sale 
of productive and profitable dairy 
cows and dairy heifers from good pro- 
ducing cows. 

Second, by the use of selected and 
efficient sires in the propagation of 
herds. 

Third, by an extensive campaign to 
educate the farmers so that they will 
increase rather than decrease the 
number of efficient dairy cattle in 
their herds. 


Fourth, by arranging for some 
method by which the dairyman will 
receive proper remuneration for his 
products, so there will be an incen- 


tive for him to remain in the business. 


Fifth, by educating the consuming 
public to the food value and the rela- 
tive economy of the use of milk and 
its products, to assist in the economy 
of food in our present crisis.

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Requirements Governing Admission 
of Cattle to Various States 


A great deal of interest attaches 
at the present time to the regulations 
governing the admission of livestock 
into various states. This interest is 
due no doubt to the transportation of 
stock incident to the large sales being 
held. 

From two different sources the 
World has had inquiry for informa- 
tion along these lines. We are very 
glad to present information covering 
the requirements governing the admis- 
sion of livestock to every state in the 
union. These are presented through 
the co-operation of Dr. J. G. Wills, 
state veterinarian of the state of New 
York. They are taken from a book- 
let issued by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, Bureau of 
Animal Industry, Washington, D. C., 
from which source further informa- 
tion and definite regulations covering 
federal requirements, dealing with the 


transportation of stock may be se-- 


cured. Definite information regarding 
each state may be procured from the 
officials, a list of which will be found 
under each of the states. 

The following requirements govern 
the admission of cattle into the 
various states: 


ALABAMA. 

Health certificate, including tuberculin test, 
for breeding and dairy cattle over six months 
of age and feeding and grazing cattle over two 
years of age. Calves from tuberculous mothers 
not admitted. 

Official—State Veterinarian, Auburn, Ala. 

ARIZONA. 

Health certificate. Tuberculin test for dairy 
or breeding cattle. 

Official—State Veterinarian, Phoenix, Ariz. 

ARKANSAS. , 

Health certificate for dairy or breeding cat- 
tle, including tuberculin test by official veter- 
inarians.

CALIFORNIA. 

Dairy cattle and breeding bulls over six 
months of age, health certificate, including tu- 
berculin test. In lieu of health certificate and 
tuberculin test record dairy cattle and _breed- 
ing bulls may be brought into California 
when accompanied by signed statement of 
state veterinarian or other livestock sanitary 
authority stating animals originated in herds 
free from tuberculosis and other communica- 
ble diseases.

HOLSTEINS IN KANSAS, 


The Farmers Mail and Breeze, a 
paper devoted to general farm topics 
in the state of Kansas, has an article 
relative to the progress that is being 
made in building up dairy herds in the 
state institutions of Kansas. Professor 
Reed of the Kansas State Agricultural 
College has been of very decided help 
in bringine about this improved con- 
dition. There are six institutions 
within the state that have established 
dairy herds ranging in size from 33 
to 100 head each. In all 358 head of 
Holsteins have been put in these in- 
stitutions. Naturally the start has 
been made with grades in practically 
all of the herds, but in all but one 
there are registered females so that 
registered herds may be built up 
gradually.

A south- 
ern paper says that she can take feeds 
such as cottonseed meal and other 
concentrates and roughages that are 
absolutely unsuited to human con- 
sumption and make for man the most 
valuable, the most nearly universal 
and the most necessary food.

GRAIN FOR THE SKIM-MILK 
CALF. 

Whole-milk is Nature’s balanced 
ration for the calf and it should be 
fed during the first two weeks of the 
calf’s life. Whole-milk, however,. is 
too expensive for prolonged calf-feed- 
ing because the fat it contains is 
worth approximately 40c a pound. 

In view of this price it is advisable 
to sell the fat and feed skim-milk with 
a substitute for butterfat. The chief 
office of fat in the calf ration is to 
supply heat to the body. When the 
fat is removed and skim-milk is fed,

None of the growth ro 
ducing proteins is removed by poe 
ming the milk. ; 
_ When a calf is about two weeks old 
it may be taught to eat grain. If it 
is with older calves it will take grain 
without any special attention. Other- 
wise it may be started to eating by 
rubbing a small amount of corn meal 
or bran on its nose. In licking its muz- 
zle the calf will develop an appetite 
for the grain. The grain may be kept 
constantly before the calf for a few 
days. W. W. Swett of the Missouri 
College of Agriculture offers the fol- 
lowing grain mixture for calves: three 
parts cracked corn or corn meal 
and one part wheat bran. To this 
one part oats may be added if de- 
sired. Linseed meal or blood meal 
may also be added in small quantities 
but neither is necessary. 

The grain should be given in the 
dry form after the skim-milk has been 
fed. After the calf is old enough to 
eat grain freely, it should be fed at 
regular intervals. During the first 
two months the grain taken will be 
less than one pound a day. This 
should be gradually increased so 
that at the age of six months, when 
the calf is weaned, about two pounds 
will be taken daily. 

When only a few days of age the 
calves will begin to nibble hay if it 
is within reach. It is preferable to 
feed timothy for the first two or 
three months after which alfalfa or 
clover hay will give better satisfac- 
tion.

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REASONS FOR VARIATIONS IN 
CREAM TESTS. 


Cream producers are often dissatis- 
fied with their cream tests. This is 
especially true when there is a varia- 
tion in test in separate deliveries of 
cream. The test seems to vary wide- 
ly in consecutive deliveries with no 
apparent cause. There are, however, 
many reasons for the variation of the 
test, and unfortunately these reasons 
are not generally known. The varia- 
tion may be expected although there 
may not have been any change in the 
position of the screw which regulates 
the thickness of the cream.

to L. G. Rinkle of the Missouri Col- 
lege of Agriculture. At that particu- 
lar season some of the factors caus- 
ing a reduction in the tests are more 
pronounced than at other times of the 
year. One of the factors is the per 
cent of fat in milk. 

As the season advances in the 
spring there is a gradual reduction 
in the fat test of the milk until it is 
at its lowest during the hot months 
of July and August. Whenever the 
per cent of fat in milk is reduced, the 
cream test goes down also. For in- 
stance, if a 3.8 per cent milk is 
separated into a 38 per cent cream 
then a 3.2 per cent milk run through 
the same separator would give a 32 
per cent: cream. 


Sometimes there is a sudden re- 
duction in milk test because of sev- 
eral cows freshening at the same time. 
Such milk will ordinarily be lower in 
test than the milk from the cows well 
along in their lactation periods. The 
milk, because of being, lower in fat 
test, will then produce a lower test- 
ing cream. 

There are several other factors 
causing cream tests to vary, among 
which is the speed of the separator.

The amount of flushing of the 
bowl influences the cream test. The 
more skim-milk or water that is used 
the lower the test. Other factors 
such as temperature of the milk 
cleanliness of the bowl, and balance 
of the bowl, have their influence up- 
on the fat per cent in cream and may 
play an important part in causing it 
to vary. 

Since different separations of cream 
may vary widely in test, one should 
not be hasty in accusing the cream 
buyer of unfair testing. A small Bab- 
cock test machine should be owned 
by every dairyman in order that he 
may determine his unprofitable cows, 
The same test can be used to find the 
per cent of fat in cream. This will 
serve to check up on the buyer. Cir-

us to investigate, for as people are 
called upon to draw distinctions be- 
tween food values of commodities, so 
they will be called upon to draw dis- 
tinctions between the food values of 
different kinds of milk, if there is 
any distinction.

Advanced Registry. 


The Advanced Registry department 
of our association has, as usual, lent 
great impetus to our industry. The 
wonderful records made during the 
last year have far exceeded anything 
that we had ever hoped for, and the 
increasing number of 40-pound cows 
is in excess of the increase in the 30- 
pound cows but a short period back. 
What the future may have in store 
for us, a person would be courageous 
to prophesy. With cows of seven-day 
records up to 50 pounds, and 1,500 
pounds for the year, it is idle for one 
to speculate on the future production 
of the black and white cow. I be- 
lieve, however, that it would be well 
for us in this, the heyday of our suc- 
cess, to take account of our prize 
offerings, at least in connection with 
our records. The ten-months’ and

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of milk, if it tests less than 3 per 
cent butterfat. 

I believe that, ultimately, we will 
have to work out prizes ©n some 
combination basis, for would it not 
seem that, under our creed, the value 
of milk as a food ought to be meas- 
ured by its solids not fat as well as 
fat? If so, in accordance with such 
belief, we will have to award prem- 
iums on such a basis, and not, as 
now, consider the amount of fat 
alone, regardless of the amount of 
milk produced. There is no equality 
under the present method of award, 
nor do I believe in making the award 
on the amount of milk alone, because 
the butterfat represents half the value 
and it is very low in some milk, 
where a large volume is produced. 

Then let our prize committee 
formulate some plan, some standard 
of values, and let us award our prizes 
in accordance with the standard 
adopted. 

There is no question, however that 
the Advanced Registry is accom- 
plishing more than any other one 
factor in calling attention to our 
breed. No longer is the cow of any 
other breed in the class with the Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow, and the proof of 
this is in the records of the Advanced 
Registry office. No matter what 
breeders may say, the proofs are 
there, the production is evidenced by 
the records; and woe to the breeder 
who casts reflection upon those rec- 
ords by any conduct of his own! He 
is the man that will be the greatest 
enemy of the breed; he is the man 
that should be ostracized and an out- 
cast; he is the man on whom should 
be leveled the shafts of condemnation 
and distrust and who should be for- 
ever barred from recognition by the 
Holstein - Friesian Association of 
America. This great department of 
our association is built upon the con- 
fidence of the membership. When 
that is lost the whole fabric crumbles 
and- goes to ruin, and it is up to the 
breeders to see to it that no member 
is permitted to bring disgrace upon 
the association. 


In the recommendation of mem- 
bers who seek to join the association, 
we should always consider their fit- 
ness, as a necessary requisite, before 
any recommendation is made. 


Census of the Breed. 


Your attention has been repeatedly 
directed to the importance of our ob- 
taining information as to the exact 
number of living registered Holstein- 
Friesian cattle. 

The purpose of securing these data 
is not only to contribute to the ac- 
curacy of our pedigree records, but 
to enable a determination as to the 
average years of fertility and produc- 
tiveness of the Holstein cow. Thus 
may we further demonstrate the com- 
parative economic advantages and 
value to dairy interests. 


Incident to such a census is. the 
prompt reporting of dead animals and 
the surrender of registration certifi- 
cates thereof, which has been insist- 
ently urged upon, under Article IV., 
Section 31, of our by-laws, which 
makes it the duty of all to comply 
therewith. 

A vigorous effort has been made to

Dairy Shows and Fairs, 


The first lasting impressions of im 
proved livestock are usually gained 
by the beginner at some public e 
hibition or fair. Here it is that hae 
pressions gained by reading or from 
listening to the talk of others are 
confirmed or refuted, and thus the 
fair becomes a most important factor 
in the progress of any breed. Op- 
portunity is also afforded for com- 
parison among breeders of the re- 
sults of their work, their knowledge 
of the best types, and their skill in 
the preparation and fitting of their 
animals. 

It is the policy of this association 
to fully recognize the importance of 
securing, at the larger shows and ex- 
positions, a proper representation ot 
typical cattle of the breed, in each of 
the various classes, and to encourage 
and accomplish this liberal appro- 
priations have been made from year 
to year and through the committee 
on special prizes at fairs, awards 
have been made in all sections of the 
country, especially at the state fairs 
and expositions. Our appropriation 
of $8,500 for the past year enabled a 
distribution of from 10 to 60 per cent 
of the cash prizes offered by fairs in 
forty-one states; also many silver 
cups or trophies, suitably inscribed. 


Our organization has been so en- 
grossed in its work for Advanced 
Registry, whereby the performance at 
the pail and churn is so fully demon- 
strated, that we have, perhaps, not so 
fully recognized the importance of 
the work accomplished for the breed 
at the fairs and expositions, and we 
might with propriety and good ad- 
vantage devote larger sums to this 
purpose. Should such increased ap- 
propriation result in but a greater 
study and comprehension of the true 
type of our breed and greater efforts 
for its maintenance, this money 
would have been well expended. 


National Society of Record Associa- 
tions. 


We are now experiencing the ad- 
vantages from co-operation with all 
other livestock organizations, through 
our membership in the National So- 
ciety of Record Associations, among 
whose purposes are to secure by unit- 
ed action equitable legislation, trans- 
portation rates, and the defining of 
the liability of pedigree record asso- 
ciations. 

Our appropriation expended for 
this work the past year was $500, and 
effective work has been done, espe- 
cially in relation to transportation rates 
on less than carlots of cattle, sani- 
tary matters, and in pending litigation 
against individual record associations. 

The National Society of Record As- 
sociations has demonstrated + 
strange conditions and the wae 
great corporations that ought to : 
examples of efficiency and thrift. 
has spent over $10,000 in the last = 
years in attorney fees, fighting hs 
railroad companies in their constantly 
increasing charge for livestock ship- 
ments in less than carload lots, and in 


















































































. Interstate Commerce 
getting oo, to fix a reasonable rate 
for these shipments, particularly in 
the south. The operating depart- 
ments of the railroads have spent 
thousands and thousands of dollars 
in trying to get an excessive rate and 
to avoid complying with the Inter- 
state (Commerce Commission rules, 
while at the same time other depart- 
ments of the railroads have been so- 
liciting shipments and hauling pure- 
bred livestock gratis through the 
southern states, in order to encourage 
the farmers to breed better stock; in 
other words, one department of a 
great railroad corporation has been 
spending the funds of the corporation 
to collect excessive rates for these 
shipments, while another department 
of the same railroad corporation has 
been offering to make shipments free, 
in order to build up the country along 
its line. It becomes apparent, by such 
conduct, that it is not alone a ques- 
tion of rates that makes railroads un- 
successful. 

There is no question that the 
railroads of the south could afford to 
take these purebred animals without 
expense, for the benefit it would be 
to the animal industry along their 
lines. Notwithstanding that, they are 
putting every possible impediment in 
the way of shipments, and when the 
attention of the presidents of the 
companies is called to it, they throw 
it aside as being no part of the work 
of their department; and it is a grave 
question whether or not the record 
associations will not have to give up, 
entirely, all effort to obtain reason-

Committee

It is evident that such pictures are 
doing much to create the impression 
in the public mind regarding the ap- 
pearance and type of this breed, and 
it becomes of supreme importance to 
secure accurate and faithful photo- 
graphs for such use. The committee 
has made considerable effort in this 
direction and has made a direct and 
vigorous appeal to breeders to assist in 
this work, as is shown by the wide 
distribution of the pamphlet entitled, 
“How to Make Good Pictures of 
Holsteins.” 

Use of Halftones and Electros. 

Another valuable feature of the 
work of the committee is found in its 
distribution to the agricultural press 
and others interested in_ electro- 
types, halftones, plates, and _ photo- 
graphs for the illustration of articles 
upon the breed and upon records of 
champion cows. This work is assum- 
ing quite large proportions and is of 
great value. As an instance, nearly 
one thousand cuts of the fifty-pound 
cow were required in giving publicity 
to this phenomenal butter record. 


Results Scheduled. 

The file of newspaper clippings 
showing the publicity obtained for 
this and other records during the year 
embraces 1,081 pages, listing 980 pub- 
lications, and occupies 12,557% inches 
of newspaper space. It is a strong in- 
dication of public interest in all that 
pertains to the breed and a tribute to 
the efficiency of the methods employ- 
ed by the committee. 

Most important and indispensable 
in publicity work is the distribution of 
printed matter, not only in response 
to inquiries resulting from advertising, 
but at meetings, shows, and to individ- 
uals. A large quantity of such mat- 
ter is on hand and available at all 
times for free distribution through 
Holstein clubs, members of the asso- 
ciation, colleges, schools, demonstra- 
tion cars, and individuals. The com- 
mittee invites the fullest co-operation 


in the distribution of its various 
pamphlets, etc.

A PAYING INVESTMENT. 

The following is a statement that 
a friend of the editor made some time 
ago. His assertions are vouched for 
from the fact that he seldom had sur- 
plus stock on hand. 


As the gentleman states, his herd 


was no more profitable than thous- 
ands of other herds -would be if they 
were rightly handled and properly 
cared for.

“T have just closed out my herd of 
Holsteins and there may be some 
figures here that will be of interest to 
other breeders and to those who con- 
template starting with these cattle.

that I received during the period of 
five years. 

“My initial purchase was the four 
heifers, the oldest one being 18 
months of age and all of them costing 
$675, and the total sales have amount- 
ed to $3,385. My cattle were kept 
under ordinary farm conditions, altho 
they were given the very best of prac- 
tical ‘care. We never had a case of 
abortion and we never had an animal 
fail to pass the tuberculin test. Our 
male calves were about all that we 
sold. They went to California, Ohio, 
Nebraska and Texas and intervening 
points. During the five years we did 
not find one customer who was dis- 
satisfied with his purchase or who 
desired to send the cattle back. My 
herd furnished me both recreation 
and education, and besides all that, 
I am ahead financially. An invest- 
ment of $675 that will return $3,300 in 
five years is certainly a pretty good 
business proposition, and I know that 
my cattle were not more profitable 
than thousands of other herds may 
be if rightly handled.”

Report of Secretary F. L. Houghton 


[Note: We take pleasure in publishing 
herewith the report of Mr. Houghton, secre- 
tary of the National Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation. We desire to inform our readers that 
the tables which are given in his report are not 
published here. However, the summaries of 
these tables and also the list of new members 
for the past year are given in totals in the 
report and we publish these totals. We merely 
make this explanation in order that our readers 
may not gather the impression that Mr. 
Houghton’s report is incomplete.—Editor.] 


Mr. President and Members of The 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America: 

In making my report of the thirty- 
third year’s business of the secre- 
tary’s office of The Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America, I find a large 
gain in the amount transacted, a re- 
port which it has been my good for- 
tune to make consecutively for the 
past years. 

Membership. 

A splendid testimonial to the use- 
fulness and popularity of the Hol. 
stein-Friesian cow is found in our list 
of members, the total of which on 
May 1, 1917, was 10,074. 

During the fiscal year ending April 
30, 1917, names were added to the 
list by action taken at various meet- 
ings of the board of directors, as fol- 
lows:

The total number of registrations 
in our herd books to March 1, 1917, 
at which time entries for Volume 36 
were closed, is -588,081. Of these 
208,596 are of males and 379,485 of 
females. 

The increase in the total number 
of registration and transfer certifi- 
cates issued has been gratifyingly 
large, notwithstanding disturbed mar- 
ket conditions and national relation- 
ships. Expressed in terms of per- 
centage, the gain has been 5.8 per 
cent. In figures, the total number is 
150,456 certificates, including 725 du- 
plicates. We have recorded pedigrees 
of 24,749 males and 49,098 females, 
making a total, for the year, of 73,847 
registrations. The total number of 
transfers for the year reached 75,884, 
there being 27,434 for males and 48,- 
450 for females. 





It is of interest to note that the 
percentage of transfers, or sales, to 
the number of entries, during the 
year, is 102. In other words, as many 
animals have been transferred as 
have been recorded and 2 per cent 
more. Division by sex shows that 
nearly 11 per cent more males have 
been transferred than have been reg- 
istered, while the transfers of females 
fall about one and one-half per cent 
short of the registries. 

I desire at this point to call your 
attention to the fact that the contin. 
ued accuracy of your record and the 
proper safeguarding thereof require 
the same action that has been taken 
by other pedigree recording associa- 
tions, and that is that the births of all 
progeny from registered females shall 
be reported to the secretary within a 
reasonable time, even though the 
breeder does not desire to place them 
upon record. This is an essential re- 
quirement and no further delay in its 
adoption should be permitted. 

A fairly satisfactory report of the 
deaths of registered cattle is now 
being made, as required under the by- 
laws, but breeders should be im- 
pressed that such reports should be 
made promptly and the certificates 
returned for cancellation. 

Your attention is also directed to 
the failure to observe the rule re- 
quiring a comparison of the color 
markings upon certificates of registry 
with those of the animals. From the 
experience of the office it is believed 
that there are in existence hundreds, 
if not thousands, of registered ani- 
mals which cannot be identified by 
their registration certificates. This 
is an unfortunate condition and in- 
volves a possibility of large ultimate 
loss to the owners.

_ 33 of the herd book, ‘cuv- 
ering entries for an entire year, was 
so large and inconvenient to handle 
that it was thought unwise to again 
issue so large a volume. | The board 
of officers decided that it would. be 
better to issue volumes of convenient 
size to handle, when the number of 
entries demanded them, regardless of 
the end of the fiscal year. 

This decision resulted in the pub- 
lication of Volume 34, containing 
1520 pages and covering the period 
of time from May 1, 1915, to January 
15, 1916. This volume contains 16,- 
659 registrations of males and 28,879 
of females, a total of 45,538 for the 
eight and one-half months covered by 
the volume. The registration num- 
bers included in the volume run from 
155861 to 172519 for males and from 
278176 to 307054 for females. As no 
annual meeting occurred during the 
period covered by this volume, no 
reports appear in it, but it contains 
the usual index matter, and such er- 
rata as were in hand up to just be- 
fore that part of the book went to 
press. Three thousand copies of this 
volume were ordered, only 996 of 
which were still in stock on April 30, 
1917, 

The registration entries in Volume 
35 cover the period of time from Jan- 
uary 15, 1916, to August 1, 1916, and 
total 41,541, 15,034 being for males 
and 26,507 for females. The male reg- 
istration numbers run from 172520 to 
187553, inclusive; the female, from 
307055 to 333561, inclusive. 

This volume contains the reports 
of all meetings held since those pub- 
lished in Volume 33, in addition to 
the usual index and other matter. It 
also contains a table showing the reg- 
istration entries in each volume of the 
herd book issued, up to and including 
Volume 34. 


Volume 36 of the herd book is 
being printed and the present indica- 
tions are that it will be ready for de- 
livery at some time during this sum- 
mer, 

_This volume covers the period of 
time extending from August 1, 1916, 
to March 1, 1917, and contains entries 
of 15,012 males and 31,964 females, a 
total of 46,976. There will be no re- 
ports of meetings in this volume, as 
the period of time covered by it does 
not include the date of this meeting. 

The registration numbers in Vol- 
ume 36 cover males 187554 to 202565, 
and females 333562 to 365525.

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Save the Milk Wastes 


HE following patriotic appeal that has been made by the United 
States Department of Agriculture to the dairymen of this coun- 
try is one which we can all well take heed of. 

“It’s your patriotic duty to stop milk wastes now! 

“The nation and its armies have use for every ounce of food that 
can be raised. Every ounce of food saved adds to the nation’s 
strength and endurance. 

“You will aid your country by making greater efforts to see that 
none of your milk spoils—that all you produce gets to soldier or citi- 
zen in the best possible condition. 

“Help by keeping your milk from spoiling. Milk is of great 
importance in the list of foods. Increased effort to prevent its loss 
by waste or spoilage will result in more and better food for emer- 
gencies, 

“Your milk will keep better and make better products if you 
will sterilize all pails, strainers and separator parts. Use live steam 
for five minutes to sterilize. If you can not get live steam, boil all 
utensils for at least five minutes. A simple home-made sterilizer can 
be used. With utensils sterilized, your milk will reach market and 
consumer in better condition. 

“Sterilization removes foul odors and reduces the bacterial count, 
souring is delayed, the flavor of milk improved and the life of the 
utensil prolonged. 

“Write today for Farmers’ Bulletin 748, ‘A Simple Steam Steri- 
lizer for Farm Dairy Utensils’ The Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C., will send it free. 

“Milk should be cooled as soon as drawn and kept below 50 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. To do this, cool water and ice are necessary. The 
higher quality of your product will offset cost of cooling. 

“Run the milk over a cooler, or put the filled milk cans into a 
well-insulated tank of running water until the temperature of the 
milk approaches that of the water. 

“Then stop the flow of water and add ice to the ‘cooling tank to 
reduce and hold the temperature of the milk below 50 degrees Fahr- 
enheit. Stir the milk frequently to hasten cooling. Leave the cans 
in the tank until you are ready to start for the station. Always have 
ice in the water while milk is being stored in the tank. 

“As the cans are taken from the tank, jacket or cover them to 
prevent rise in temperature. Don’t expose cans to the sun any more 
than is absolutely necessary. See that your station provides a cov- 
ered platform. Don’t deliver milk any longer than necessary before 
train time.”

A Ration With Roots. 


Is it advisable to have cows tested wi 
ensilage? I have experimented on feednn 
cows and have succeeded in making cows pro. 
duce from 50 to 60 pounds of milk per day 
feeding no ensilage but using equal parts of 
corn and oats chop and all the clover hay 
they cleaned up three times a day. I fed 
equal parts mixed cottonseed meal and oil 
meal, using a mixture of 51 pounds of these 
concentrates to 4 pounds of the grain chop 
and feeding each cow as high as 14 pounds 
per day. 

I am now feeding two cows for test the 
following mixed ration: 200 pounds oil meal 
200 pounds bran, 300 pounds chop corn, 200 
pounds oats chop, 200 pounds hominy, 10 
pounds salt, mixed; feed from 10 to 14 pounds 
of this mixture with two meals clover hay, 
one corn stover per day. I also have 100 
bushels of beets while testing. Please tell me 
if this mixture can be improved for testing 
cows.—L. E. Doll, Ohio. 


Your ration is a good one. I have 
gone into detail in regard to the 
feeding of cows on test, using the let- 
ters from breeders who have been 
especially successful. You will find 
this in an article in the January 27th 
issue of the World. You will notice 
that Mr. Smiley of South Dakota, in 
feeding Hester Aaltje Korndyke, the 
cow that made 46.77 pounds in seven 
days, had no silage but fed roots. 
Since you have roots, I think you 
should have no trouble in getting the 
records without silage.

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An Art, Not a Science 


Irving M. Avery, manager of 
Auray Farms, in an especially inter- 
scting and instructive address deliv- 
a Fred the ‘Chester County Hol- 
stein-Friesian Breeders’ Association 
at their annual meeting at Westtown, 
Pa. on June 2d, said regarding the 
question of heredity and the influ- 
ences of pure breeding in cattle: — 
“Breeding is not a science—it is 
fundamentally an art which is the re- 
sult of the practical application of 
science, or classified knowledge. The 
psychology of breeding and the for- 
mation of a new animal life presents 
4 most interesting study. 

“This formation we all know re- 
sults from the junction of the sperm 
of the male with the egg of the fe- 
male. What perhaps some of us do 
not know is that in uniting, each 
parent cell contributes in order to 
make up the new life or nucleus but 
one-half of itself. Also that this new 
nucleus contains a peculiar sub- 
stance present in all living cells and 
known as chromation, in the form of 
chromosomes. 

“These chromosomes are hair or 
rod-like micro-organisms and while 
their number varies in the reproduc- 
tive cells of different animals, in dairy 
cattle they have been found to be 
always and invariably 16. In the re- 
production of life each of the two 
parent cells, male and female, con- 
tribute exactly one-half of this fixed 
number 16 (eight each) and these 


contributed chromosomes represent 
the qualities, good, bad and indiffer- 
ent, of the ancestors of each parent 

“Let us take the female side for 
example. The 16 chromosomes origi- 
nally present in the ovum or egg 
were, as has been said, originally con- 
tributed equally by each grandparent, 
so the new life is limited to inherit- 
ing such qualities as were present in 
the eight chromosomes which 
chanced (in the division of the origi- 
nal 16) to remain and join with the 
eight remaining in the spermatozoon 
of the male (and also reduced from 
16 originally) and which went to 
make up that new life. 

“So if the sire has been purebred 
from many consecutive generations 
of ancestors of known quality and 
ability, his contribution is negligible 
as he cannot well transmit anything 
less desirable than his pedigree indi- 
cates. If the dam also be purebred 
the chances of acquiring anything un- 
desirable are undoubtedly reduced to 
a minimum. But if a purebred sire 
be mated with a grade dam we have 
no assurance whatever that the eight 
chromosomes of the grade dam fin- 
ally selected to combine with the 
eight of the sire are not the very 
eight claimed by the scrub blood, 
eliminating on her side the pure 
blood altogether. If, on top of that, 
she were the more prepotent animal 
of the two, her offspring would not 
be apt to be particularly desirable for 
raising.”

GREEN VS. RIPE CORN FOR 
SILAGE. 

Hauling water in the form of green 
corn costs money yet adds nothing 
to the value of silage. Such is the 
lesson of a recent United States De- 
partment of Agriculture bulletin. 
“One cannot take out of the silo any 
more food value than is put in.” 

Recent investigations have shown 
that silage varies widely in feeding 
value. The Iowa Experiment Station 
after careful study advises: 

“The corn should be ensiled when 
the grains are well dented, which is 
generally when the lower leaves and 
husks are beginning to dry up, and 
the corn is nearly ready to cut for 
shocking.” 

Farmers are coming pretty gener- 
ally to understand that this is the 
proper time to cut corn for silage in 
order to obtain the maximum feeding 
value, which is easily a dollar a ton 
more than when the corn is put into 
the silo green. The trouble is, how- 
ever, that very often a farmer must 
fill his silo when the cutter crew is in 
his neighborhood, or wait until his 
fodder has become dry and _ harsh. 

This difficulty can easily be avoid- 
ed by purchasing a small individual 
silage cutter. These little machines 
do excellent work and can be oper- 
ated by the farm gasoline engine and 
the home crew. Try it this year— 
don’t haul extra water in the form of 
green corn.

In every pound of cottage 
cheese there is about one-fifth of a 
pound of protein, nearly all of which 
is digestible. Meats, on the other 
hand, usually contain less protein and 
besides have a certain waste, such as 
bone and other inedible material. A 
pound of cottage cheese daily would 
supply all the protein required by the 
ordinary adult engaged in a sedentary 
occupation.

PREVENTION BEST RE 
FOR CALF SCOURS 


_ The most common trouble in rais- 
ing calves by hand on skim-milk js 
scours, There are two entirely dis- 
tinct troubles both of which have the 
symptoms of scours. One is from 
navel infection at time of birth and 
the other is from indigestion. If a 
calf becomes sick within a few days 
after birth and dies within a day or 
two, the case is probably navel in- 
fection. . This trouble is often called 
white scours because the passages 
from the animals are generally -white. 

Indigestion is the cause of common 
scours. This generally occurs when 
the calf is from two weeks to a month 
old. Prevention is the best remedy. 
The common causes of _ indigestion 
are overfeeding; feeding milk cold or 
sour; feeding sweet milk one meal 
and sour the next; dirty pails, troughs 
or stalls. 

Each calf should be watched care- 
fully. At the first sign of foul smell- 
ing dung, its source should be de- 
termined as this is one of the first 
indications of indigestion. The amount 
of milk fed should be cut to one-half 
the usual amount and a dose of one 
ounce of castor oil in milk, followed 
by the formalin treatment, is advis- 
able. The formalin treatment con- 
sists in giving one tablespoonful of 
formalin solution, made by adding one- 
half ounce of formalin to 15% ounces 
of water, in each pint of milk fed. 
The amount of milk fed may be grad- 
ually brought back to normal after 
a day or two. ; 

Many feeders have obtained good 
results from the use of blood meal 
as a means of correcting a condition 
of scours. Where the case 1s mild, 
a teaspoonful of the dried blood 1s 
added to the milk at each meal. 

Preventive measures against scours 
recommended by L. W. Wing of the 
Missouri ‘College of Agriculture are: 
Care against overfeeding; regularity 
of feeding; conditions of the milk : 
feeding time; and_ cleanliness of = 
pails, pens and stalls. In other pe 
keep the conditions right at all times.

A New California State Record. 


The accompanying picture is Kk. 2. 
Tola Joe, a daughter of King of the 
Pontiacs from Tola Joe Gelsche, a 
23.98-pound senior three-year-old 
daughter of the wonderful sire, Joe 
Gelsche De Kol Burke, whose dam 
was the famed old producer, Prilly, 
conceded by all breeders as one of 
the greatest producing and transmit- 
ting cows the world has ever known. 

K. P. Tola Joe is owned by Karl A. 
Gotshall and A. R. Magruder of Cali- 
fornia. On May 23d she completed a 
seven-day official record of 21.719 
pounds of fat from 459.1 pounds of 
milk at an average test of 4.73 per 
cent. Computing the above on an 
80 per cent basis, these figures for 
fat would be. equivalent to 27.14 
pounds of butter. This gives her the 
senior two-year-old state record and, 
according to information obtainable, 
it makes this California heifer the 
second highest two-year-old daughter 
of the famous King of the Pontiacs, 
also his two hundred and eighth A. R. 
O. daughter.

state and coming to this ranch about 
a year ago. 

Mr. Magruder purchased K. P. 
Tola Joe at the Rhoades-McAlister 
sale last September from McAlister 
& Son. The heifer was bred by Stev- 
ens Brothers ‘(Company of New York. 

K. P. Tola Joe freshened at the 
age of 2 years 11 months 28 days, 
dropping a beautiful heifer calf sired 
by King Korndyke Sadie Vale 27th. 
From the date of her purchase until 
the middle’ of February she ran with 
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the other heifers receiving no special 
care. However, at this time Mr. Keel 
placed her in a fitting pen which was 
accessible to a large, roomy box stall 
where she received her fitting ration 
which was fed to her five times a day. 
This feed consisted of wheat bran, 
beet pulp, oats, barley and linseed 
meal. The ration amounted to ap- 
proximately 12 pounds daily. It was 
Mr. Keel’s belief that in feeding her 
often her appetite was stimulated. 
She always had alfalfa hay in front of 
her. 

She freshened in ideal condition, 
having a soft, pliable udder which on 
the fourth day developed to a very 
serious caked condition causing her 
to go completely off her ration. To 
reduce this condition of fever, hot 
applications were applied for 12 hours 
during which time practically no milk 
could be obtained. 

On the seventh day she was fed 
a ration consisting of three pounds of 
linseed oil meal, three pounds equal 
parts of oats and barley, five pounds 
of bran and 15 pounds of beet pulp. 
The ration was continued during the 
entire test. Mr. Keel attempted at 
various times the feeding of beets, 
cottonseed meal, molasses and mid- 
dlings but found none of these pal- 
atable to her. In fact, he found it 
difficult to coax her to consume the 
extremely light ration she did. 

This record is an excellent example 
of what can be accomplished by in- 
telligent care and management and 
these gentlemen certainly are to be
